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Trouble Caused by Minister of 
Customs Losing His 
Temper 
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OTTAWA, Jan. 18. — A storm blew 
over the House of Commons tills after- 
noon, and an ugly scene occurred, which 
threatened at one stage to. develop Into 
something even more exciting. The 
upshot was that Major Currle of North 
Sllricoe, was threatened by the Speaker 
with the dire consequences following 
being "named" by the chair, and a 
minister of . the crown, lion. Wm. 
Paterson, was forced to withdraw cer- 
tain objectionable remarks ho had 
made concerning R. L. Borden. 

This is how the trouble aroso: Mr. 
Paterson was making lila annua! 
speech in the budget debate, and hl« 
being Interrupted by Major Currld 
called forth the real -.torm. The latter 
asked if when Mr. Paterson was dilat- 
ing upon the increased postal revenue 
the minister was taking into account 
the fact that the government hart im- 
posed a postage rate upon newspapers 
while the old government had trans- 
mitted them free. 

Mr. Paterson curtly replied that he 
would answer that question when lie 
got through with liis argument. 
High-Handed 

In the meantime Mr. Paterson was 
heckled by Mr. Borden as to tlio min- 
ister's declaration that postage stamps 
were a tax hut railway tickets were 
not. In tho interchange of repartee 
Mr. Paterson lost his temper, and when 
Major Currle rose to repeat his ques- 
tion at the close of his argument the 
minister told him to sit down. Then 
the Speaker broke in without Mr. 
Petersen's request. He declared that no 
questions could be asked or Interrup- 
tions offered. 

Mujor Currle proceeded to point out 
that he was only asking the question 
upon the permission of - the minister, 
when Speaker Murcll remarked: "If the 
honorable gentleman proceeds in his 
present course I will have to name 
him." 

Mr. Foster remarked: "This Is tho 
is the first time we have heard any- 
thing about naming a member." 

Mr. Paterson then remarked: "When 
I llnd the leader of the Opposition tak- 
ing part in these interruptions then 
it is the dignity of the House I am 
concerned about. They are continually 
lowering It," he added, "by these con- 
stant interruptions."' 

Mr. Borden: "I rise to a point of 
order. I do not think the minister has 
any rl^ht to allude to me In that man- 
ner. I asked lijm three or four ques- 
tions, I understood, with his consent. 
If he declined to permit these questions 
ho should have said so. I certainly 
understood that I had had his consent 
In asking them. The Minister should 
Withdraw at once the expression hi 
has used. Tho mere fact that he was 
not able to make good his point should 
not cause him to lose his temper." 

Mr. Paterscr. then .withdrew his ex- 
pression. 

Platform of 1893. 

Tho platform of the Liberal conven- 
tion of 1.893 was produced today in the 
House by Hon. Mr. Paterson, When 
he rose to continue the debate on the 
budget in his opening sentences he de- 
clared he was in possession of a copy 
of. the document. Mr. Paterson based 
his ppeech on this platform, claiming 
that with the exception of senate 
reform and prohibition, all of Us ten 
planks had been carried out since 1896: 
Mr. Paterson proceeded to enumerate 
the various plankf?, which he claimed 
had been religiously lived up to. Plunk 
3 deplored the gross corruption and 
extravagance of those days and offered 
a vow to do away with such when the 
Liberals come into power. Has that 
been lived up to? asked the minister. 
"No," cried tho opposition. 
The next plank denounced the large 
Incroa.se In the public deot and de- 
manded the strictest economy. This 
aroused some cross-firing, and the 
minister exclaimed that tuklng out the 
building of the National Transocmtii: -

ENGLISHMEN TRUE 

TO POLITICAL IDOLS 



Echoes of Monday's Hard 
Fights for Seats in British 
Parliament 



LONDON, Jan. 18.— "That shows 
what we think of the Germans,'' 
shouted an' Englishman between his 
contributions to tho cheers that rose 
from Trafalgar square shortly after 
midnight. The result in Portsmouth 
had just been . displayed. England s 
imagination has been Btirred by the 
spectacle of this attack, led by tho 
doughty admiral, upon the two Ports- 
mouth seats with their Liberal ma- 
jorities of over 2,300. The roturns of 
the day's pollings were almost com- 
plete. Tho wearisome gaps were 
growing longer between sparse bulle- 
tins, but thousands remained rooted 
to their standing room in Trafalgar 
square awaiting the Portsmouth bul- 
letin. The result came in, followed by 
figures showing that Beresford had 
headed the poll and carried with him 
his Unionist running mate far in nd- 
vanco-o£ the highest Liberal candi- 
date. 

The statue of Nelson, on Its mighty 
column, high above tho noise and 
lights surely never looked down on 
more delighted crowds. It was im- 
possible for any British-loving heart 
to remain steeled against the enthu- 
siasm that roared and shouted in tho 
gladness of men, women and children, 
over the victory in Portsmouth. The 
rejoicing people may have been only 
partisans, who imagined thernSv'Vos 
patriots, grateful for the presence, jn 
the new parliament of an admiral, who 
could expose -.the weakness of the 
naval administration. England docs 
not always choose its idol wisely, but 
England Is always faithful to its 
choice. The commoh people recognize 
Lord Charles Beresford as a patriotic 
idoi, a naval oracle, or he could never 
have gone and turnod an overwhelm- 
ing Liberal majority into a still more 
overwhelming Unionist majority. 
John Burns' Hard Fight 

Another idol saved from defeat by 
Englishmen's fidelity to men of their 
choice was John Bums, of Battersca, 
who sat at a table in the National 
Liberal club early this, morning eating 
a lone meal, his clothes spattered with 
mud of a hard day's fighting in Bnt- 
torsea, his face worn and old with 
stress of battle for political existence. 

A drive through Battersea on poll- 
ing day filled the observer -with a cer- 
tain sympathy for Burns. The fight 
seemed unequal. The wealthy classes 
used motor cars for defeat of Burns, 
while his friends had rigged up wag- 
one with seats dawn each cide, and 
children were wearing Burns' colors 
and cheering for hiin. Burns escaped 
defeat, but the Liberal majority was 
reduced. 

In East St. Pancras, Joseph Martin 
worked hard, canvassing among- tho 
people continuously. Ho got hia t;ie-

The 
water was tu-ned into the reservoir 
on the 20t'ii of June laErt, but almost 
immediately signs of leakage began 
to develop; It was then yrnptlud, and 
sor.. defects being- discovered; these 
were made good, ant! tho water again 
turned in, but the leakage still con- 
tinuing, it was again emptied, and 
tho walls treated with a coating of. 
neat e-iment. This wis in August, 
and, taking advantage of tho presence 
in Victoria of Mr, John Gait, C. E„ he 
was asked to make an examination of 
the structure. His opinion was that 
It. was woil built and strong, but that 
probably it would need further treat- 
ment before being; perfectly water- 
tight.

PROTECT PUBLIC 

Provincial Land Surveyors' As- 
sociation Deal With 
• Important Subject 



Surveyor-General E. B, McKay, 
Chief Water Commissioner YV. 5. 
Drewry and C. M. Roberts, P, h. S., 
have returned from attendance at the 
annual general meeting o'l! the Provin- 
cial Land Surveyors' Association, Just 
closed at Nelson. The session, they 
report, was of more than casual in- 
terest lo the profession, and. notable 
chiefly through the "policy adopted > of 
further protecting the public-- against 
thu losses (sometimes very serious in 
the past) occasioned through, Incom- 
petent surveyors bejtig entrusted with 
important work. Another feature of 
tlin convention was found in the pre- 
liminary stops adopted toward bring- 
ing together the land and water sur- 
veys of the province so thnt a com- 
plete and wholly reliable map of Bri- 
tish Columbia may bo complied, 

The surveyor-general In replying to 
r, toast at tho banquet at Nelson, said 
tho government had spent $300,000 in 
surveys throughout tho province dur- 
ing 100D and ho expected that in 1010 
the sum so expended would bo Increas- 
ed to $500,000; for tho authorities re- 
cognized, tho value of this work In the 
opening up, of the country. Some peo- 
ple, not surveyors, wanted a rough 
survey mado of tho whole province. 
Thin would bo. utterly useless. Good 
work had been done in tho past in 
opening districts and tills would ' ho 
continued and existing surveys con- 
nected. Some day — not in his day, lie 
feared — tho work of making a complete 
survey of the province would be under- 
taken.

cated with/ and he has expressed his 
desire to come to Victoria, and do 
what lie can to make good the defects, 
but the. date of his coming Is still un- 
certain. During the construction of 
the reservoir Mr, Adams, being the 
author of the' plans was in supreme 
charye as consulting engineer, the im- 
mediate charge being in the engin- 
eer in charge of the works, who re- 
ported direct to and received all. ord- 
ers from Mr. Adams. Mr. Icke was in 
charge until the 1st day of April, when 
he resigned. Mr. Kempky, who ' had 
Just completed the high level tank, 
was then placed in charge, and con- 
tinued until the reservoir was com- 
pleted. At no time during the con- 
struction of the work did either tho 
council, the City Engineer, or any one 
connected witli the water department, 
in any way interfere witli the carrying 
out of the work, or make the slightest 
alteration in any way ot the' plans, 
any alterations or suggestions that the 
engineer in charge might have" to 
make were referred to Mr. Adam's' di- 
rect, and If either of the engineers so 
failed to report to -Mr. Adams any de- 
fects or bad workmanship, the fault 
surely, rests with them,. The .sole part 
played by the water department in 
conection with this matter wns the 
procuring of supplies, and the paying 
of the men. No requisition for sup- 
plies was ever refused, and tho fore- 
men had full and complete -control- as 
to what workmen _hc employed, and 
the wages that he considered they 
were worth. -. 
What Reservoir Does. 
It must, however, be borne in mind 
that a structure that even partially, 
fulfils the duty for which it was in- 
tended cannot be called a "complete 
failure." . The Smith's . Hill reservoir 
WOS designed, to fulfil three "objects: 
to maintain an even pressure over all 
of the city;- to provide better fire 
protection; and to maintain a reserve 
in case of an accident to the North 
Dairy pumping station. The first two 
are even under present conditions be- 
ing, carried, out, the pressure at the 
City Hall remaining steadily at. 00 
pounds whatever happens,, while for- 
merly 35 pounds was looked on as 
something wonderful, while 10 to 15 
pounds was much more, frequently the 
case. The fire at Braekman & Ker's 
mill proved the second, for no matter 
how the firemen worked, without wa- 
ter they would have been helpless, as 
would have been the case prior to tho 
reservoir being connected. The. pres- 
ent level of from 7 to S feet provides 
for about a two days' supply In re- 
servo under the draught at this time 
of the year. A full reservoir would, 
of course, vastly improve all these 
conditions, but - tho present stnte of 
affairs is such a great Improvement 
on former years that no comparison Is 
possible. 

The whole of the redistribution sys- 
tem as contemplated by the bylaw lias 
been completed, in fact a little more, 
US' the S inch main oh Wharf and Store 
streets was increased to- a 1^ inch. The 
effect of the laying of tho, larger pipe 
taken In connection with tile increased 
nressuro obtained from the roservoir 
lias been most marked. In former years 
tliero were several districts notable Ni- 
agara and Battery streets near the park, 
portions of Oak Bay avenue and Church 
Hill which were at certain portions of 
the day without water, It was not a 
question Of a short supply, they had 
absolutely none, and there was no way 
to give it to them, this is all happily 
ended, and since tho reservoir was con- 
nected there Is no portion, of the city 
that has not water at all times of tho 
day. In addition to the new pipe order- 
ed 30.010 feet of old pipe in sizes from 
•i Inch to 12 Inch was dug up cleaned 
and relald. Owing however, to the rap- 
id Increase In new buildings in tho city 
and tho opening up of new streets that 
when the bylaw was passed were not 
oven laid out, it wus found necessary 
to borrow a further sum of $120, 000 for 
distribution purposes, the pipe under 
this bylaw has been ordered and is duo 
to arrive here by the tilth March. 
New Style Pipes 
Owing to the lower cost and the 
cheapness in handling, the council de- 
cided to buy Mannesmanh steel tubes 
In place of east iron pipe which has 
Uor, formerly in use. Laying pipe was 
tills winter discontinued. At tho be- 
ginning of November: there wns not 
sufficient pipe on hand to keep going 
the whole winter, and from lust year's 
experiences tho cost, of , laying is very 
much in excess of what It Is in the dry 
weather, and It. wns found nlmost impos- 
sible to leave the roadway in the same 
condition as it was found. 

The North Dairy pumping plar.i was 
ready for use In .Tune, and works very 
satisfactorily, running the full i!4 hours 
the cost of fuel is about $5.00 per day

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crate It 1G hours in tlie <Sny to keep the 
water level in the reservoir, thus sav- 
ins, the cost, oC one engineer's wages, 
and a corresponding reduction In the 
fuel bill. This old pump is l n good or- 
der and Is usod as a reserve, There hns 
lieon no trouble with the hi inch steel 
main between tho pumping station and 
tho reservoir, the plant during the sum- 
mer .months was run to Its full capacity 
without, any visible affect on the steel 
pipe. Since taking up a. portion of the 
old 10 inch main and relaying It on low- 
er ground with M Inch the full supply 
of wnt.er has been supplied to tin; pump. 

. The new Yates Street pj'i'np consists 
of two electric: pump;; each with a ca- 
pacity of W1O.O0O gallons per day, which 
works automatically, being controlled 
by a starting device In tliu high level 
tank, the pumps can ho run together or 
Independently. When the plant was first 
completed tho 12 -inch main on Fort 
street was not finished thero were ov- 
er 100 services connected to the tank 
Which properly belonged ,tc> the other 
system, this necessitated the running 
of the steam pump in addition^ to the 
electric pumps. Those services "are not 
disconnected, anil one pump working 
irom', twelve to fifteen hours per dny 
keeps' the supply up, one man only Is 
required instead -of three as formerly. 
Tho cost of miming the steam plant for 
tho seven months ending August for 
fuel and wns wns $2,044. 75, for the flvo 
months ending Hist December, for el- 
ectric ppower and wuges was $751.10. 
It may pretty safely he taken that tho 
cost of operating this plant for the year 
1910 will he a least fifty per cent less 
than for 1009.' The district supplied Is 
thnt bounded by Fort Street, Oak Bay 
Avenue, Rockland Avenue and Moss St., 
and It was in this district thnt most of 
our troubles formerly cuine from, now 
there is a pressure of from r>0 to SO 
pounds all over It,, according to eleva- 
tion, with the corresponding Increase in' 
fire protection. 

Elk Laka Supply 
Unfortunately the precipitation has 
not been sufficient to enable the work 
done in raising tlio dams at Elh and 
Beaver lakes to be utilized. The livol 
of the lakes on January 1st, 1909 was 
forty-eight inches below high water 
mark and the highest level reached was 
twenty-four inches below high water 
murk "on the 24th of February. The 
lowest level wns on the IS th November, 
79 inches below high water warlt, the 
heavy rains at the end of November 
raised the water two feet and the 
level at the end of the year 
was forty Indies below high water 
mark. The heavy rains at . the 
at the- en.tl of November raised the 
hope, that not only would the old level 
of the lakes be reached, but some sur- 
plus storage would be obtained. it. 
was only natural' to suppose that De- 
cember would be a rainy month, but 
from the 11th of December to date the 
rainfall at Beaver Lake has only been 
1-4 inch, there Is still however a pos- 
sible chance of heavy rains douring the 
next three months. The low level of 
the water necessitated flu; use ot a 
pump to pump the wotfr over the fil- 
ter beds. We were fortunately able to 
hire a wrecking pumping plant from 
the B. C. Salvage Co. \ylth a capacity 
Of about 300,000 million gallons per day. 
This pump was Installed on September 
1st and returned on the ,5th of Decem- 
ber. ShOuld this condition bl things 
continue for some time it may thr- 
cheaper to buy n pump outright than 
to hire one. The , difference in the 
levels' of the : lake's from the extreme 
lowest to the highest 'was in 1908, 51! 
1-2' inches and in 190830 Inches, show- 
ing that although the demand has been 
very much hlghcr'it'lias been material 
ly checked by metering of .the. entire 
Bystem, which was completed by tho 
end of June. The cd.ntrnct for meters 
was awarded to the Neptune Meter Co. 
for their "Trident" meter, and so far 
they have given every satisfaction. 
Calculations Upset. 
In MjxAdaniB first report he esti- 
mated that by the uso of meters, Elk 
Luke could be utilized until the popu- 
lation reached 48,000, which he estimat- 
ed,' taking the average of the former 
years would be. reached by 1931, the 
rapid increase of the last three years 
has somewhat upset these calculations, 
and I think - that the saving to be made 
from the jmetera has also been over- 
estimated, in the lower part of tlie 
town this snvlng have no doubt been 
made, but there is a portion of the 
city with large grounds that has al- 
wnvs been metered, and which the ui| 
metered system does not affect. How- 
ever, in the business portion of the. 
city, and in the smaller houses the' 
effect is nuito marked, all leaks are 
now promptly stopped, and waste that 
was formerly enormous is now care- 
fully looked after. 

At the last session of tlie legislature, 
application was made for a private bill; 
enacting amongst other 'hings, the 
method by which the holdings of the 
Esquimau Water Works Co., could be 
expropriated, and after vigorous oppo- 
sition this wus fixed at cost, with a 
bonus not exceeding 2(1 per cent, and' 
simple Interest not exceeding C per 
cent., dividends to bo deducted. Under 
authority of tills act, a bylaw was ac- 
cordingly laid beforo . tho ratepayers 
looking to the expropriation of the ESr 
qtihnalt Water Works Co.'s property 
which was defeated. A further bylaw- 
has accordingly been prepared author- 
izing the council to bring in water 
from Sooke Lake, and this is to lie. 
voted on at the same time, as the elec- 
tion for mayor and aldermen. A good 
deal of misapprehension seems to be 
abroad ail to Elk Lake being able to 
supply tho city during the 5 years that 
tho Scok'o Lake scheme will take to 
complete, and It has been suggested 
that the city will in that ease be forced 
to buy water from the Esquimalt 
Water Works, and pay for It by tho 
gallon. Elk Litlto Is from thirty to 
ninety feet deep, and if It were finally 
decided that the Sooke Lake water 
would bo in tin; city In five years, 
thero could bo no objection to drawing 
on the reserve In Elk take and lower- 
ing it If necessary ten feet, and after 
tho Sooke Lake Lake Bystem is com- 
pleted allowing It to recove r Itself by 
degrees. A pump capable of deliver- 
ing from three to four million gallons 
per day could 1)0 Installed for probably 
$15,000 and tho annual cost of running 
would probably be $15,000 per an- 
num, making tho cost of three million 
gallons per day for five years $65,000, 
To connect Willi tho Esquimau system 
would probably cost $50,000, and at 
the rato of per cent per one thousand 
gallons the annual charge for one mil- 
lion per day would he .$21,900, added 
io tho cost of connecting would make 
tho cost of one million gallons per day 
for five years; $159,500,00 for two mil- 
lion gallons per day, $181,400.00, and 
for three million gallons per day $203,- 
300.00, as against $651000.00, by pump- 
ing from Elk Lake. 

Cost by tho Gallon. 
The cost for water alone, taking throe 
million gallons per day from tho Es- 
quimau Water Works Co., -.would , bo 
$65,700.00 per annum, which is almost 
exactly tho annual cost for fifty years 
ot the Sooke Lake proposition, with 
tills difference however, that in one 
caso tho works would bo tho property 
o£..tl)Q city, and at the end of fifty 
years would iio entirely paid for, In 
tho other caso wo would be exactly 
wli^rc, .va arc today, and have nothing 
to show for tho money expended. 
Were thu quantity .lined Increased to 
ten. ..million .gallons, per day as It. will

During tlie year 1000, 487 new ser- 
vices were installed, which added to the 
additions for tlie last three years 
makes the demands on the system, and 
the cost of, maintenance, much higher 
than formerly.

This arrangement, came into force on

filter beds was ah additional expense 
last year, which I am afraid will be an 
annual charge until the new system 
Is completed. On th/ Other hand the 
cost of maintaining the pumping plants 
should he less during 1010 than it was 
in 1900; One of the heaviest items 
of expenditure comes under tlie head 
of "renewals," 011 ail paved streets, be- 
fore the work- is commenced, all joints 
in the mains are recaulkeii, all ser- 
vices and connections renewed, and 
services laid to the vacant lots. This 
entails a large expense, the amount of 
which for 1009 was $10,280.36. That 
this was. however, money well spent Is 
proved by the fact that since the pav- 
ing of streets was commenced ten 
years' ago, in not one single instance 
has it been necessary to dig up tlie 
pavement to repair any . leaks. 

Owing, however, to the larger, build- 
ings that are being erected In the busi- 
ness portions ot the city, and large 
piper, being put in for lire protection, 
It lias been necessary to tear up tho 
pavement to lay the new connections, 
the cost of this In all cases is borne 
toy tho owner of the property.

THE YEAR'S OUTLOOK. 

■ ■ ... -^--.'j ' ■ '"V .- / - y- '.v,; - 

' M.' Rodolphe, chairman of the Mon- 
treal Stock Exchange, estimates that 
$500,000,000 will be expended in Can- 
ada during the present year in works 
of development. A few days ago one 
of' the leading financial authorities in 
the United States estimated that the, 
prospective expenditure during the 
year in the United States , at- $3,000, - 
000,000, or ten times as much 'as what 
is anticipated In Canada. As the 
population of the Dominion is con- 
siderably less than one-tenth that of 
the Republic, our pro rata of expen- 
: diture will be much the greater. This 
is a very notable and significant fact. 
;Ten years ago an annual expenditure 
of $50,000,000 in such undertakings in 
Canada would have been regarded as 
a matter of congratulation. Truly we 
have attained to an era of great 
things. The President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company said 
not long ago that his corporation 
looked upon an expenditure of a mil- 
lion now less seriously than one of a 
hundred thousand a few years ago. 
This sort of thing increases in widen- 
ing circles, although unlike the cir- 
cles in water, the waves gather 
strength as they spread outwards. 
Commenting upon a speech recently 
delivered by Mr. C. M. Hays, of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, at a banquet, n 
contemporary says he left upon the 
minds of everyone present a convic- 
tion that "1910 will be a banner year 
and that during the next few years 
Canada will go ahead more, rapidly 
than any other country on the globe." 
A pleasing feature observable at the 
present time is the growing optimism 
of tho people of the Eastern prov- 
inces. It is reflected In their news- 
papers, which are full of well-founded 
enthusiasm. Next to wishing to see 
the West prosper, tho people of this 
part of Canada hope for the prosper- 
' xty of the East Nothing pleases a 
true Westerner more Hum to hear 
good news from the provinces down 
by the Atlantic. 

A BANKER'S VIEW 

Mr. Byron E. Walker, President of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, at 
its annual meeting made an address, 
a considerable part of which will bo 
found elsewhere In today's paper. 
It is one of the most discrimin- 
ating and elaborate^- reviews of 
the business) situation throughout 
the Dominion and of the financial 
relations of this country to others that 
we have ever had Hie privilege of 
perusing. Mr. Walker takes an opti- 
mistic view or the business future, but 
as becomes a man in his position is 
careful to sound a notu of warning 
against over-confidence. 

. Speaking of British Columbia lie says 
that "the bfisinoss of the coming year 
promises, in many branches, to be the 
greatest in volume yet experienced.'" 
In connection with the lumber trade, 
ho says: "The inost interesting feature 
in this industry at the moment Is the 
possibility of timber licenses ! being 



made permanent; Instead of being 
granted only . for rather short terms of 
years." He thinks the outlook for our 
coal mines la very good, and utter re 
viewing tho- mining and fl3blng in 
dustrles, speaks in very encouraging 
terms of tho prospects of British Co- 
lumbia ugrlculturo and fruit-growing 
He says that the purchasing powers of 
tho pralrlo provinces will be enormous 
and thnreforo ho anticipates a great 
expansion of the fruit industry. Of the 
prospects of ngriculturo generally ho 
is hopeful and says "few parts of .the 
northern world will give as generous a 
response to the, lubor nppllcd to the 
land as British Columbia." He notes 
the rise of valuos in real estate in A r an 
couver, and says that "tho probability 
that speculators will be punished for 
the excessive prices being paid for out 
lying properties in that city is almost 
the only cloud ovor the prosperity of 
the prpvinco at the present time." His 
closing reforence to Briilsh Columbia 
is as follows: 'Transportation engages 
the- attention of the people perhaps 
more than any other Industrial subject, 
and the prospect for- a great' Increase 
in mileage is excellent. Tho financial 
position of the province is how 
strong that it can well afford to help 
sound undertakings of this kind, espe- 
cially as tho opening up of many most 
promising districts depends absolutely 
on railway facilities." 



A FINE THOUGHT 

Mr. Peter McArthur. writing in the 
Canadian Courier, gives expression to 
this fine thought: 

"The unification of the Empire will 
not be achieved by drawing tho Col- 
onies closer, but by spreading Great 
Britain wider by scattering her 
needy legions to the waiting lands of 
plenty." 

In using the words "closer" and 
"wider" we are sure Mr. McArthur 
would not wish to be understood as 
taking an attitude opposed to closer 
relationship; he means, we take it, 
that tlie closeness of Imperial unity Is 
not to be accomplished by a drawing 
in, but by expansion outward.'/. His 
thought also may be applied to more 
than the people of the Mother Land. 
It Is capable of fuller elaboration, and, 
we should bo glad to see Mr. McAr- 
thur expand it. Of late years there 
seems to have been a disposition on 
the part of some persons concerning 
whoso loyalty to tho Empire there is 
no room for doubt, to consider. Im- 
perial problems from the point of view 
of British domestic problems. In our 
•humble judgment, that way danger lies. 
We must avoid confusing things which 
are local, with things 1 that are Im- 
perial. In Canada, an experience of 
more than tj\-o score years with the 
federation Idea has enabled us to dis- 
criminate between the two classes of 
subjects, and we arc possibly better 
able to distinguish between those 
matters which relate to tho Empire 
as a whole and those which pertain to 
individual parts of it, than are tho 
people of the United .Kingdom, where 
Parliament concerns itself with an In- 
finite detail, and there is no classifi- 
cation of jurisdiction. 

But Mr. McArthur's fine sentence 
is full of meaning. Witli him we 
would like to see Overseas Britain 
built up out of the stoclc that have 
made the Mother Country great. We 
■would like to see our "lands of 
plenty" made available to the hun - 
dreds of thousands of people in the 
United Kingdom, to whom the prob- 
lems of life are beset with, grave dif- 
ficulty because of the lack of em- 
ployment or the opportunities of ad- 
vancement. We see daily in Canada 
that places are being taken by aliens, 
which ought to be occupied by people 
of the blood. The statesmanship that 
can devise some way whereby the eons 
of Britain may find homes and oppor- 
tunities in the great self-governing 
Dominions will do more lor the Em- 
pire than can be done in any other 
way.

The postage on 
these letters, not taking Into account 
the postiigo on the replies to them, 
would be S200, which rit -1 cents a 
pound would carry r,.0()0 magazines 
The protesting publishers point out 
that much of the deficit is caused by 
the abuse of the franking privilege and 
the unreasonable extension of rural 
free delivery; also that no allowance is 
made for public correspondence, and 
documents, which are carried free of 
charge.

tioen affiliated to two labor organi- 
zations popularly known as les Syn- 
dicate Rouges and les Syndtcats 
Jaufles. Tlie - 'reds," as their designa- 
tion Implies", are violently revolutloli- 
( . in.,' in their methods and ideals, par- 
tisans of "direct action" and impa- 
tient of parliamentary Intervention for 
the improvement of the lot of the 
working classes. The •'yellows" are, 
on the contrary, relatively Inw-uuid- 
m g t It l/ens, who have sufficient po- 
litical sense to act on the maxim that 
a bird In the hand is worth two In 
jjl the bush, and who eo-operaio loyally 
with the' Socialist Radical representa- 
tives in the Chamber of Deputies 
whenever they .propose a measure ot 
social- reform. They are ahtl-Colloc- 
tiylsis, moreover and they are not an- 
ti-Mllitnvlsts, The general opinion 111 
the Labor Exchange affiliated to the 
General Confederation of Labor lias all 
along been that the "yellows" are ren- 
egades at the beck and call of the' 
Conservative masters' 1 union, which 
have become particularly powerful in 
. the Department of the Nord an 1 in 
Paris; THis view lias been Indiana. it • 
ly repudiated by 'the "yellows," who 
are at present moreover, working 
shoulder to shoulder 111 the region of 
Lille v/Ith the "'red" syndicates In or- 
l<ler to obtain an Increase and a uni- 
form scale of wages. 

This state of things would in its- 
self suffice to give special interest to 
the Lille strike, but the situation is 
still further complicated by the intro- 
duction of a new factor in the form 
of a labor organization known as the 
"greeii"unioiiH Whose attitude Is caus- 
ing astonishmont among the members 
of the musters' associations. The large 
majority of the masters In the De- 
partment of the Nord are fervent 
Catholics, pillurs of the Church, who 
contribute to the maintenance of the 
Catholic Institutions in the region, and 
one of their pet ideas has been to 
further the organization among their 
workmen of a safe laoor union, whoso 
pleasantly- tempered green ensign 
would not offend their eyes. Tile 
gieens." indeed,- lia« their origin in 
. : the Christian Democratic clubs, and 
, .are patronised by the ecclesiastical 
authorities. Yet in the present r|uar- 
j|i»rel they are resolutely skiing with the 
;', "reds" and the "yellows" against the 
masters. The local Catholic organs-, 
■ moreover, as the strike has proceeded, 
have taken the side of the strikers, 
and the priests are reported to be en- 
couraging the wives of the men on 
strike to advocate a, resolute attitude'. 

Nourished a Viper. 

The Catholic master who had en- 
couraged the "greens" now apparent- 
ly perceive that they have nourished 
a viper In their bosom, and. if the 
views expressed to a reporter of the 
"Matin" by a leading Llllle manufac- 
turer may be regarded as representa- 
tive, the employers are on tlie point of 
revolting against what they regard as 
the Insolence of the clergy in seeking 
to obtain control of, certain unions 
which formerly they themselves had 
Complacently encouraged. "Through- 
out the whole district," sa^s this man- 
ufacturer, "the priests are adopting a 
novel attitude,' 1 and it may be remark- 



ed, by tlie wny, that this "new atti- 
tude," furnishing at all .. events, as It 
iloes an indication , of the energy with 
which the French Catholics are sock- 
ing to adjust themselves to tb», situ- 
ation;- created by the '. disestab- 
lishment of the churches is only 
what was ; to be expected, in view of 
the fact that the priests are. ho 'longer 
civil servants and. can combine and 
agitate .to their hearts' content for the 
(list time In a century. The masters 
at Lille approve of combination, which 
reinforces .their own interests, but the 
Catholic syndicates are apparently 
loth to pull the chestnuts ' out of the 
fire against their own best .Interests 
for .the masters 'simply because those 
roasters go to mass. 

'Tfio"'''CSreen",syntlleate has oven, suc- 
ceeded., hi merging some of the "Reds" 
and "Yellows" Into their o'.vn organ- 
ization. The employei's are becoming 
defiant in tlie midst of such many- 
cnl'ored trade 'unionism. A portion ot 
the northern industrial districts fol- 
lows the French Protestant , church. 
Whati if tlie latter were to promote 
purple syndicates? After that, the An- 
archist wing of the General Labor 
federation may be expected to start 
"Black" unions. -As a decisive coun- 
terblast to it all the government ought 
to form state-aided tricolor syndi- 
cates. 

The Religious Troubles. 

In the course of the debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies on the Religious 
Worship Estimates, M. Eriand, the 
prime minister replying to the. Abbe 
Gayraud, said that he felt a certain 
commiseration for the Roman Catho- 
lics who felt, it their duty to incline 
before the orders of tlie head of their 
church, . and whose patriotism would 
nevertheless have Inspired them with 
the desire to conform to the laws of 
their country. A great number of 
ecclesiastical authorities had made It 
clear that they were disposed to how- 
to the law. A certain number of the 
lay members of the Roman Catholic. 
Church, however, had shown that they 
they were more uncompromising than 
its official representatives. The gov- 
ernment was reproached with not hav- 
ing been willing to negotiate with tlie 
head of the chureii, but the critics of 
the 'government forgot the long series 
of provocation which had been direct- 
ed against the stale during the years 
immediately preceding disestablish- 
ment. Of late these provocations had 
been revived, and M. Brland noted 
with sorrow th'o continuation of tho 
campaign which sought to represent, 
the Republican government as the ma- 
llgant persecute^- of the Roman Cath- 
olics. That was a calumny, for the 
government had settled the question of 



Separation bill In order to show that 
the government had done -.ill that was 
in its power to conciliate the Roman 
Catholics. 

He referred to tlie efforts of certain 
Roman Catholics to excite public opin- 
ion against the State in connection 
with the taking or inventories of 
Church property, which was an opera- 
tion designed solely for the protection 
of that property. And now the Roman 
Catholics had begun to make war 
upon the ■ schools of the republic. 
There had been times In French his- 
tory, he concluded, when Roman 
Catholic priests and bishops had. had 
to undergo the pressure of Rome,' and 
when they had placed their duty as 
■Frenchmen above their duty as Ro- 
man Catholics. He hoped that that 
state of things would return. For 
they were now being urged to assume 
an attitude which would become so 
harmful to France,, both at home and 
abroad, that their conscience ns 
Frenchmen must /finally speak louder 
than their conscience as Roman Cath- 
olics. 

Secular Schools. 

M. Brland, referring to Clerical at- 
tacks on secular • education, declared 
that. In the name of "the moral pro- 
tection of the children," the govern- 
ment would not only place the 'Secu- 
lar School" beyond all danger of at- 
tack, but would also raise the ques- 
tion of obtaining guarantees on behalf 
of the pupils of the free schools. 

"Since you have raised U)e problem 
of the mora! protection of childhood," 
he said, "we too will raise It against 
you. We will make our way into your

Rowntree, the lo- 
cal cocoa man. could not hold every 
vote for Greenwood, who is not a local 
man, that ho got for Himself, and the 
split voting of the Liberals allowed 
one Unionist to get in: Liberals val- 
ue Greenwood's abilities very highly, 
and will find him another and easier 
seat than York within a year. 

Not Enough Gains 

The 'Beresford victory enabled the 
Unionists to go home happy in' a sort 
of blaze, of glory! but yesterday's re- 
sults as a whole fell far short of Un- 
ionists' hopes. The. copper -riveted 
solidarity of the Liberal-Labor al- 
liance repulsed Unionist attacks on 
the industrial boroughs. Unionists 
recognized a few bright spots In tho 
pollings; hucIi as the defeat of Will 
• hooks in Woolwich, and Balfour's 
tremendous majority In the Citye br 
London, but the gains in London 
failed to develop into the wlioltFule 
sweep of the Metropolitan boroughs 
which they expected. The figures 
trpm Bradford, Leeds and Sheffield 
helped to destroy Unionist; hopes of 
sending Mr. Asqulth into tlie now par- 
liament without a clear majority over 
Nationalists and Unionists combined. 

The .figures suggest that Marylolmno 
failed to show itself greatly enamored 
of Jcbb, on whose behalf many emi- 
nent Torontonlans circularized their 
English fellow-subjects in terms 
which might have been considered im- 
pudent If old-countrymen had ad- 
dressed a similar circular to Canadian 
electors. 

The number of boroughs polling was 
greater than on .Saturday, and tho

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CONCRETE SOLVES 

BUILDING PROBLEM 

Visiting Contractor Believes Uso of 
Material Would Prove Boon 
to Home Builders Here 

"It is remarkable to me that build- 
ers on this coast do not make more 
use ot concrete;" said Henry D. Pelt, 
a prominent contractor and builder of. 
Boston,' Mass., who was in Victoria 
yesterday en route oast after a tour 
of California and the coast states gen- 
erally. 

"You have a beautiful climate here 
on this islund. Today It is rainy and 
overcast, but th< re is a mildness, a 
mellowness about' the atmosphere that 
makes a fellow want to draw In deep 
breaths and be glad he's alive. I like 
it immensely. 

"With a climate like this and the 
resources you have behind your city, 
Victoria should be a paradise of 
homes before, long, and tho question 
of building will be very important 
one. I cannot say, of course, authori- 
tatively, because I am unacquainted 
with the effects of tho aH-the-year 
round climate here, but I should think 
that concrete would prove as doslrublo 
here as it has in the Bast, and as a 
matter of fact the increase in the use 
of this material has become almost 
universal of late. 

"Tho explanation is simple enough 
when you take into consideration the 
relation cement bears to other indus- 
tries. The lime Industry has declined 
rapidly lately, and while the superior 
character of cement mortar Is directly 
responsible for the substitution of 
cement for lime, tile demand for ce- 
ment comes very largely from tho 
bricklayers, whose industry would be 
put to serious disadvantage were it 
not for cement. Thus, while thoro Is 
an effort to restrict the use of cement 
as cement, the brick industry is to a 
very great extent dependent upon ce- 
ment for tlie best results In the use of 
its own materials. 

"When you use cement in place of 
mortal-, you find that it becomes a. 
part of the wall. This makes the wall 
practically one solid piece, tho ad- 
vantage of which is apparent. Then 
there are other ways in which the ce- 
ment may be combined very advant- 
ageously with brick and brick, pro- 
ducts. For instance, the l.ew Metro- 
politan Life building In San Francisco 
which I Inspected when I was there', 
uses cement in a new way. The walls 
of this fine structure are constructed 
with special reference to protection 
against fire and earthquake, und they 
are made of solid concrete faced witli 
terra cotta. 

In the United States there Is a big 
and Increasing demand for brick and 
terra cotta for facing buildings of 
this sort, the builders having confi- 
dence in reinforced concrete as a/fire 
resisting material. 

"But not only is cement used in re- 
inforced concrete valuable for large 
office structures. It can he combined 
with excellent results in bungalows 
and cottages, and it Is-both Varm und 
durable. Many of the new b.mgalows 
I saw in the Pacific Coast states are 
constructed of this material; and Ihov 
have proved very satisfactory." . *

Doth children and their 
mothers should feel that nothing Is 
beautiful that is not suited to the use 
to which It is put aud that elaborate 
embroideries and delicate fabrics are 
out of place in the schoolroom, 

In this matter wealthy mothers can 
show a good example by sending their 
girls, little and big, to school dressed 
neatly, becomingly and prettily. The 
teacher who cannot create a healthy 
public opinion in the matter of dress 
is wanting in a very important final- 
ity. To learn to admire without en- 
joying and to make the best of small 
means is no small part of a woman's 
education. This will not be assisted 
by such a law as Mrs. Mutton pro- 
poses.

Professor Saunders has been talking 
to > the Canadian Club at Montreal In 
the great work that is being done in 
Canada by the experimental farms es- 
tablished by the government through- 
out the Dominion. His speech shows 
that farming has greatly changed 
during the last half century. From 
being an employment for which it 
was supposed the lowest intellect and 
the least skill were sufficient it has 
come to be regarded as work which 
requires for Its successful perform- 
ance ability ami a knowledge, of sci- 
ence. The most effective, means of 
spreading knowledge' among farmers 
was the experimental farm. To show 
how eager farmers were for informa- 
tion Dr. Saunders said that last year 
a hundred thousand letters had been 
received and nearly three hundred 
thousand bulletins sent ou(, by the de- 
partment at Ottawa. The result was 
seen In the great imrovement of the 
farms throughout the country. Wo 
may hope that very soon one of these 
farms will be established on Vancou- 
ver Island. Nowhere Is it needed 
more. Conditions here are different 
ill almost every respect from any other 
part of Canada. A great deal has 
been done by the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture and too much 
praise cannot be given for the en- 
couragement and Instruction given to 
the fruit-growers and farmers of the 
province. F.ut this does not do away 
with the need of an experimental farm 
where not only could Information be 
obtained but an object lesson of the 
utmost value afforded to thOso en- 
gaged in cultivating the land.

AVhiel Victoria's annual poultry show 
was open to the public yesterday after- 
noon, judging being commenced and 
considerable progress made. It cannot 
be said to .be in ifuVJ swing as yet- be- 
cause tho ball hasn't ibeeri formally sot 
in motion. That Is a duty which re- 
poses on the shoulders of lion. T. AV. 
Paterson, Lieut. Governor, who has 
consented to attend this afternoon at 2 
o'clock for Uie purpose of delivering a 
short inaugural address. The fact that 
this will be the first public function at 
which lion. Mr. Paterson will officiate 
Is looked upon toy the poultry fanciers 
afj no small honor. 

There was a large attendance yes- 
terday afternoon and evening, the 
Broad street hull, what with the space' 
occupied 'by tho coops and that, taken 
up by interested spectators, being taxed 
to Its utmost. The consensus of opinion, 
gauged -by catching passing comment, 
is that the exhibition Is one of the fin- 
est in the history of Victoria's associa- 
tion. There isn't a class that doesn't 
carry a .stronger representation than in 
the past '\Vhilc. In the majority at popu- 
lar varieties there is a distinct im- 
provement apparent both in Quantity 
and quality. 

Among the best classes are I he Black 
Orpingtons, White Leghorns, White 
Wyahdottes, Black Minoroas, Rhode 
Island Reds, Brown Leghorns, Buff Or- 
pingtons and - . White Rocks. Several 
celebrated 'birds are being displayed, 
fanciers having imported a number of 
Blade Orpingtons which have been 
much admired. 

Tho Results. 

The results of the judging up to last 
night follow:

that tho man Summerville was alleged 
to have left hero owing the Empress 
a bill of $149. This fact was corrobor- 
ated by inquiry at the Empress last 
night, where It was stated that a man 
registering as William V. Summerville, 
of Chicago, spent somo time at the ho- 
tel last July and left, presumably for 
Australia, without settling his rather 
largo bill. Thero is, tho hotel people 
stated, a big bundle of laundry await- 
ing Summerville'!' return, at the pre- 
sent time.

The man 
was arrested about midnight Monday 
nigllt and asked for a remand when he 
was arraigned before Magistrate Bull 
yesterday morning. Mr. Davis object- 
ed to this on the grounds that he must 
return to this city at onco to prepare 
for an impending trip to England. The 
magistrate decided however, that Sum- 
merville had a right to an opportunity 
to obtain legal advice and ho was re- 
manded until today. 

According to tho story of Mr. Davis 
told In Vancouver, Summervlllo is a 
professional dead beat with a long re- 
cord. His story is that, soon after Sum- 
mervlllo arrived In Victoria a few 
weeks ago, ho was put up at the club 
and entertained sumptuously. . Davis 
claimed, to have been especially at- 
tracted by tho man's winning person- 
ality and taking way. Ho introduced 
Summervlllo to several well-known 
business men. Then, Davis says, Sum- 
mervillo developed his "taking way" 
more fully. Ho ran short of cash and 
Davis says he willingly loaned tho 
man tho money ho asked for, accepting 
drafts on a Chicago man of promin- 
ence. Davis also declares that other 
men were victimized by Summerville. 

During his stay here, Davis says, 
Summervlllo became ill and several 
ehih members' secured him a private 
room at tho hospital, supplied him a 
special 'nurse, and with incidental com- 
forts, for which, it Is now alleged, they 
never received any remuneration.

Rev, A, C, Doull, M. A., of Mont- 
real, Comes to Victoria — 
Appointment Made 



At a meeting of tho churchwardens 
and' church committee of - Christ 
Church Cathedral, helrt Monday- even-, 
lng, tho appointment by tho bishop of 
Rev. A. J. Doull,' M. A., as rector of the 
Parish of Christ Church and Dean of 
tho Cathodral, was heartily endorsed, 
and It iu hoped that Mr. Doull • will 
enter .011 his duties In April. He is 
leaving a most important work in 
Montreal, whore his ministry for the 
past nine years has been warmly ap- 
preciated.- His first charge after grad- 
uating at Oxford, was as curate of the 
Parish Church of , Leeds, England, so 
that ho comes with varied experience 
which will be most useful in this dio- 
cese. 1 

Rev. A. C. Douall, M. A., has been 
rector of the Church of the Advent, 
Westmount, since May 1901. His re- 
signation as head of his present parish, 
a Mont't eal despatch state's, has not 
yet bfivjii formally accepted, but it will 
take effect about the middle of April. 

Announcement of tho change was 
made by the Lord Bishop of Montreal 
at a meeting of the executive of the 
Synod of the Diocese. His Lordship 
voiced tho congratulations of tho com- 
mittee which were warmly concurred 
In by all present. 

Rev. Mr. Doull is a native of Halifax, 
N. S., but was educated In England 
and Scotland. He first attended Mer- 
chlston Castle school, Edinburg, and 
subsequently Oriel College, Oxford, 
from which ho graduated with the de- 
gree of B.A. In 1894. Four years later 
he took ills M.A. degree from the same 
Institution. He was ordained deacon 
by the Lord Bishop of Ripon In 1896, 
and was prlested by the same prelate 
two years later. From 1890 to 1S99 he 
was assistant at Leeds Parish Church 
and in tho latter year he came to 
Canada and took up the curacy of tho 
church of the Advent, Westmount, 
Rev. Henry Kittson then being the 
rector. When Rev. Mr. Kittson ac- 
cepted the rectorate of Christ Church 
Cathedral, Ottawa, in 1901, Rev. Mr. 
Doull was appointed his successor at 
the Church of tho Advent and since 
then he has occupied the office to the 
full satisfaction of his parishioners. 
He is an excellent preacher and a good 
administrator and in his hands the 
parish and church have continued to 
prosper.

Japanese Liner Sailed From 
the Outer Wharf Yesterday • 
With Good Cargo 



JAPANESE CONSUL 

AMONG PASSENGERS 



Awa Maru, First of New Liners 
to Come, Leaves Yokohama 
Today for Victoria 



On her last trip from this port, the 
steamer Shlnano Maru, of the Nippon 
Yusen Kafsha line, Cupt. Kuwara, 
sailed from the outer .wharf yesterday 
afternoon for tho Orient. t The Shin- 
ano Maru, which earned a coveted 
"kunjo" during the war with Russia 
for giving the warning to "Father" 
Togo when the Slav warships were 
nearing Tshushima strait, Js the last, 
of the Japanese liners which huvo 
been used for some years in this ser- 
vice to depart. All are being replaced 
With slightly older vessels drawn from 
tho European line. The Shlnuno 
Maru had a good cargo, including cot- 
ton, machinery, tobacco, railroad sup- 
plies and general merchandise. 
Among tho passengers were T. Tan- 
aka, Japanese consul at Seattle, and 
his family. The consul, who has been 
ordered back to Tokyo by tho Japan- 
ese foreign pfflce, was mot by a num- 
ber of local Japanese at the outer 
wharf and tendered an •impromptu re- 
ception. It is stated that he Is to be 
promoted. 

The next Japanese liner expected 
here Is the Awa Maru, which wilt sail 
from Yokohama today for Victoria. 
The Awa Maru is one of the vessels 
formerly used in the service main- 
tained by the N. Y. K. between Yoko- 
hama and London, England; by way 
of the Suez Canal. Five of the steam- 
ers formerly used on this route have 
been transferred to the transpacific 
service, and three will run between 
Hongkong and Victoria and Seattle, 
while the other two will run between 
Kobe and the ports on tills side of tho 
ocean. The steamers selected for the 
service are the Awa Maru, Inaba 
Maru, Tamba Maru, Sado Maru, and 
Knmakura . Maru. Under - the new 
subsidy agreement made between tho 
N, Y. K. line and the Japanese gov- 
ernment, for the European route, only 
those steamers built less than ten 
years ago -can receive subsidy. The 
transpacific service Is being main- 
tained under the old agreement, 
whereby steamers under fifteen years 
of ago can draw subsidies. To enable 
the company to draw more subsidy, 
It was decided to transfer the newer 
steamers used heretofore on the trans- 
pacific line to the European service. 

It Is probable that Captain Kawara 
and the. majority of those on board 
the Shinano Maru will be transferred 
to one of the steamers substituted on 
this line. Capt. Kawara Is well 
known here. Ho has had an Interest- 
ing history. With his parents and 
grandparents, as a boy he fought in 
the defence of Aldzu castle, under the 
flag of the deposed Shogun, his par- 
ents having suicided when tho castle 
was taken by the Imperial troops. 



JAPANESE RAILROAD 

OFFICIAL ON SH7NAN0 



H. Kohni, of. South Manchurian Rail- 
road Visited Grain Centres of 
World Investigating Elevators. 

Among the passengers of the steam- 
er Shinano Maru, of the Nippon Yu- 
sen . kaisha, which sailed from the 
outer wharf yesterday wore several 
Japanese government officials. H. 
Kohno, goods manager of the South 
Manchurian railroad returned from a 
tour of the principal grain centres of 
Europe,; and this continent investigat- 
ing grain elevators and he will make 
a report on- proposals to build a 
grain elevator with a capacity of two 
and a half million bushels at Dalny. 

"The principal products of Manchu- 
ria," said Mr. Kohno, "is the soyo 
bean, and its storage In largo Quan- 
tities,,' sometimes for months at a 
time, involves special construction 
and machinery. It was for the pur- 
pose of finding the best method that 
our engineer visited America and I 
visited Europe simultaneously, later 
changing positions. I was In Eng- 
land, Scotland, Germany, Denmark 
and France. The elevators at Liver- 
pool and Bristol are antiquated com- 
pared ' with the well built, modern 
buildings in Baltimore, Chicago and 
Minneapolis, and while Sr. 1 Chicago I 
secured the services of the James 
Stewart Company elevator architects 
to propnrc plana for our building. 
AVhile in tills country our engineer 
advised mo by all means to recom- 
mend the American plan. of construc- 
tion, and I have no doubt that our 
company will act on our suggestion. 
At Copenhagen there are , two large 
jrruin elevators, constructed to unload 
grain from the boats to tho cars. 
Hero you do it just the opposite, and, 
to my mind, the most practical way. 
Europe la behind the times In eleva- 
tor construction, and the best it had 
to offer Is not to he compared to what 
I have seen here." 

Mr. Kohno said that his company is 
building 200 miles of railroad from 
Mukden to Antung, a distanco of 200 
miles, and SO-pound Carnegie steel Is 
being used. 

H. Hlguchl, of the department of 
ngrlculturo In Japan, returned by tho 
Shlnano Maru after a tour of the Uni- 
ted States, whero he has been en- 
gaged In making Investigations re- 
garding agrlcultral methods to report 
to tho Tokyo government, K. Okuda, 
of the Oriental Export Company, of 
Seattle, was another/passenger.

GRAIN CHARTERING 

AP PARENT LY ENDED 

Steam Tonnage Out of Trade and 
Market Gone to Smash— Lum- 
ber Trade Dull. 

Coast grain chartering is appar- 
ently ended, says the San Francisco 
Commercial News in its weekly re- 
view. Since tho temporary removal 
of the union minimum there has been 
no market for grain vessels and rates 
are entirely governed by the individual 
condition. Steam tonnage is entirely 
out of the trade since the market has 
gone to smash. Lumber business is 
almost as dull. The demand is small 
and owners seem unwilling to accept 
the vcrv low offers made by charter- 
ers, who, in view of the poor demand 
for lumber, can ill afford to pay the 
asking price of vessels. The conse- 
quence is practically a deadlock with 
neither side willing or able to accede.

BUNKER \ FUEL -7 " 

NOW CO STS MORE 

Prices Advanced at the Coaling Ports 
and ContraotB Are Not 
Being Renewed. .' 

Steam coal In these waters Is strik- 
ing a higher price and bunker coal at 
the Vancouver Island collieries now 
costs $o.50 with the coal, companies 
not anxious to (111 the supply at this 
figure, as <a vessel taking on bunker 
coal has to stop and trim ship and 
time at the "chutes is lost. This ad- 
vance is $1 over the price a year ago, 
and Is stated to be a record price. 

The strike of the Australian min- 
ers and the scarcity of fuel there has 
been quickly reflected by conditions 
on tills side of the Pacific. San Fran- 
cisco practically relies oh Australia 
and Vancouver Island for" its fuel, and 
John L. Howard, president of the 
Western Fuel Company, which con- 
trols the sale of the Dunsmuir coal 
as well as its own mines at Nanalmo 
on the San Francisco market, has just 
returned to San Francisco after a 
complete survey of the British Colum- 
bia mines. Following his visit to the 
mines, prices have gone up, and now 
the contracts for the supply of steam- 
ers have been refused, for tho present 
at least. 

The Ladysmlth mines, on Vancou- 
ver Island, are producing practically 
nothing, owing to washouts and other 
causes. Nanalmo and Comox aro each 
putting out about 2,000 tons a day and 
the new mines at Boat Harbor have 
an output of about 300 tons a day. 
Of this amount 50 per cent, is steam 
coal. 

To supply San Francisco the West- 
ern Fuel Company has chartered al- 
ready four steamers to load Japanese 
coal to replace tho cargoes which have 
ceased coming from Australia. Puget 
Sound coal is. practically out. of the 
San Francisco market, about the only 
amount shipped there being sent 
down by tho Pacific Coast Company 
for the use of its steamers sailing 
south from that port. 

On Puget Sound deliveries are light, 
although the mines are working hard 
to fill the demand, and delays to 
steamers are continually reported ow-' 
ing to the lack of fuel deliveries. 
Sound steam coal also took a rise a 
short time ago, the price now be- 
ing $4.

Tho vessel reachod 
Vancouver on November 2, with a 
cargo of sower pipes and salt. Tho 
French bark Max, loaded with lumber

Struggling in a heavy gale, the oil- 
tanker Washtenaw Is on her way to 
Port Townsend with the distressed 
lumber-laden ship William H. Smith, 
dismasted in a. storm on Thursday last 
when off the Oregon coast ibound from 
Chemainus to Port Natal with lumber. 
When the Washtenaw picked- up tho 
lumber-carrier on Sunday, soon after 
tho steamer City of Pueblu offered as- 
sistance and was refused, an effort was 
made to get the derelict to Astoria. 
During the night, though, a heavy gale 
prevailed and the hawser parted. It 
was with great difficulty that the 
Washtenaw bore close to the drifting 
sailer again and hoaved lines on board 
on which two new hawsers were bent, 
and these were made fust and the tow, 
resumed. Tho tug Wallula stood by, 
offering to assist the oil steamer, but 
her officers were not willing to share 
the salvage, and assistance was re- 
fused. The Wallula went back to As- 
toria on Monday and reported that the 
Washtenaw and her tow had started 
north, leaving the mouth of the Colum- 
bia at 10 a.m. Monday. That day fierce 
gales set in, the wind at one time 
velocity of sevenly-two 
miles an hour off tho Oregon coast, 
and at one time (luring the afternoon 
It was reported that It increased to 
seventy-six miles an hour. 

Yesterday reports from Tatoosh 
stated that a 35-mile wind prevailed 
with a very heavy sea., and fears were 
entertained that the Washtenaw would 
be unable to hold her tow. The steam 
schooner Bowdoln which readied As- 
toria on Monday reported haying 
sighted the tanker and the crippled 
sailor off tho Columbia on Monday 
morning making very heavy weather.

When Capt. Michael Hare went to 
Porter's wharf yesterday morning to 
tnka out his tug Shamrock he found 
only the smokestack : and top of the 
house showing above the water. The 
Shamrock had gone down during the 
night. Whether a sea cock' was left 
open or the little steamer's guard 
caught against a pile. and tilted her so 
that the- rising tide filled the vessel 
ho does not know. •; All that Capt. Hare 
knew was that the Shamrock was un- 
der water. 

"Seems to me like she's practising to 
bo a submarine." he said. 

The black-bearded Mike is now mak- 
ing arrangements -to lift the tugboat, 
which has had - ubveral misfortunes 
during her career, having been on fire, 
and otherwise injured. ■ The vessel is 
not damaged and It is expected that 
she will speedily be afloat again. 

Michael Hare Is one of the pioneers 
of tho Victoria waterfront people. He 
is an engineer, and soon aftor he left 
Ireland to sail about the eastern At- 
lantic coast for a year or. two he ship- 
ped as second mate on 'the schooner 
Sir Walter Raleigh which brought him 
hero in 18G8. He was 'quartermaster 
on the Active for some time and then 
went to the Gussie Telfair and Little 
California, coasters of the early days. 
He soon went back to the englneroom, 
and wns second on the Pilot and chief 
on the Wooclsitle and Robert Dunsmuir, 
until he built his steamer Badger in 
1887 and served oh her as master, until 
1893, when the engines of the Badger 
were removed and placed In the 
steamer Mary Hare, which was de- 
stroyed by fire.

.Bound for tho sceno of the wreck of 
tho steamer Indiana, near Magdalena 
bay, tho schooner Dora Bluhm has 
sailed from San Francisco for tho pur- 
pose of affording her wrecking crew an 
opportunity to strip tho stranded ves- 
sel of a large quantity of valuable 
material. ' Tho Indiana went on tho 
rooks nt Point Toscu, twenty-two 
miles south of the entrance of Magda- 
lena bay, on tho morning of April 3, 
1000, In a fog, while bound from tho 
southern coast to San Francisco, and 
becamo a total loss, though all tho 
pasBengeif! and tho crew, along- with 
much of tho cargo, were saved. It will 
bo remembered that Captain J. F. Rob- 
inson of tlio Indiana committed suicide 
on board tho stranded steamer a few 
days after tho wreck. 

M. H. Plllsbury, brother of Captain 
A. P. Plllsbury, tho marine surveyor, 
is In charge of the Dora Bluhm's ex- 
pedition. It is expected that there aro 
copper and brass worth $24,000 still 
on tho steamer which may be recover- 
ed, as well as a quantity of imperish- 
able freight which was left In the hold. 
It has been i.equently reported by 
passing steamers that the wrecked 
steamer remains practically Intact in 
tho samo spot whore she stranded. 

Tho Isolated position of tho Indiana 
has thus far savod tlio vessel from 
pirates, who, had It been posslblo to 
reach her, would havo not only strip- 
ped tho vessel of every portable object, 
but would hnvo tried to carry the hulk 
away bodily.

INEW YORK, Jan. 18— Tho price of 
a comely girl in New York is $20. For 
this sum Elizabeth Hitrzo, 20 years old, 
was sold to a woman maintaining a re- 
sort in Bast 79th street, according to 
indictments this afternoon by the 
grand Jury, which is investigating the 
white slave traffic in Greater New 
York.

■ lion of funds at important centres— 
the profits of tlie bank show a de- 
crease of $116,636.92, as compared with 
tlie figures ot the previous year.. They 
are however, somewhat .in .excess Of 
15 per cent, on the paid-up capital, 
and we believe' that you. will not con- 
sider this an unsatisfactory showing. 
Had it not been for the quickening iti 
general trade which occurred during 
the last three months of the year, and 
which was no doubt accelerated by 
the bountiful harvest reaped in the- 
western provinces the decrease would 
Inevitably have been much larger. 
The surplus Of funds- hot needed for 
tlie ordinary commercial requirements 
of the country* and tllc larga amounts 
which came to us through the sale of 
securities abroad were temporarily 
loaned In New York; and as rates rul- 
ed low for a long period, the resulting 
prolit was not entirely satisfactory; 
but the results of the policy we have 
pursued III regard- to holding a con- 
siderable amount In reserve on quick 
call, even at low rates, have again 
Justified the wisdom of such a course. 

The year lias been one. of gradual 
recovery in trade, accompanied by a 
general appreciation of values, and 
wo have been fortunate in this respect 
In recovering from assets In connec- 
tion with which appropriations had 
previously been made the sum of 
$300,000, This sum added to the ordin- 
inarv earnings of the year has en- 
abled us, after paying the usual divi- 
dend And providing for -the annual 
contribution to the 'pension fund, to 
write $419,801.72 off bank premises ac- 
count, and to carry forward $722,139.02 
In prolit and loss account. 

This autumn we have for the first 
thno made use of (lie provisions of 
>, Llio Banl; Act amendment ; of 190s, 
which empowers the banks (luring the 
grain-moving season to issue circu- 
lating notes In excess of their pahl- 

lup capital to the extent of 15 i«er

cent, of the total of paid-up capital 
and surplus combined. At the close 
of our year the bank's circulation 
stood at $10,327,415, an increase of 
more than $686,000 over tlie figures 
of the previous balance sheet. The 
ilighest amount of the excess circula- 
tion of tills bank during the past two 
months has been $994,000. The wis- 
dom of tills provision for additional 
circulation has been signally demon- 
strated by the ease with which the 
necessary circulating medium lias 
been provided for the movement of 
last year's abundant harvest, and we 
bad no hesitation in exercising our 
right to take advantage of this pro- 
vision, [although It entailed a loss 
which might have been avoided by 
>vjthh'Qldlpg our own circulation and 
paying out ' sundry ' notes of other 
banks. It Is clear that unless ar- 
rangements are shortly made for ad- 
ditional circulation by Increase of 
capital, a situation may arise in which 
a struggle to reduce the amount out- 
standing at the end of January to 
within the limit of paid-up capital 
will become Inevitable, and if tills 
becomes at all general, it Is not like- 
ly to be accomplished without con- 
siderable disturbance to business. 

The increase in deposits (luring the 
year amounted to $25,449,182, the 
largest annual Increase in the history 
of the. bank, and an amount exceed- 
ing the total of its deposits only 
eleven years ago. An important part 
Of tills sum, however, consists of de- 
posits known to be temporary, this 
class of deposits having probably 
reached a higher level than ever be- 
fore. Concurrently with this large 
increase of deposits our loans have 
increased $21,500,089, and wc have 
nearly $10,000,000 In excess of the 
llgures of last year employed at call 
or short notice, Wo also \i6ld $3,388,- 
571 more cash than a year ago, but 
this increase Is only iU proportion to 
tho addition to unreliabilities. 

At the annual '.neeting qi nhnro- 
holders in January; 1907, we explained 
at some length -the policy which was 
being pursued by your directors in 
the mutter ot investments in bank 
premises, and we then reported that a 
subsidiary company had been formed 
under the name of the Dominion Real- 
ty Cpmpanr, Limited, to construct and 
own our BWialler buildings, this, funds 
required by this company over and 
above the amounts received' from tlie 
sale of its lOlul Issues being supplied 
by the haul's subscription,) to Its cap- 



ital stock, such "'subscriptions in every 
year being less than tlie total amount 
written off bank premises account. 
As we .have -been called upon sinrje 
the date mentioned to make largo ex- 
penditures upon . the : bank's, now 
buildings at Montreal and Vancou- 
ver, besides considerably Increasing 
our Investment In the realty company 
on account of smaller holdings, a re- 
vised statement of . our total invest- 
ment In connection with bank prem- 
ises as at 30th November last will be 
of interest to the shareholders: 
The lands and buildings 
owned by the bank (care- 
fully appraised and full 
allowances made for de- 
preciation of buildings), 

pro valued at $3,173,000 

The bank's holding in the 
■ Dominion Realty Com- 
pany, although the cost 
thereof has been entirely 
written off the bank's 
books, represents a cash 

' Investment of 1,001,000 

(The rentals of the build- 
ings built by the realty 
company will in 15 years 
discharge' the' respective 
bonds). • ' 
Safes and fixtures (depre- 
ciation liberally allowed 
•for) are valued at 500,000 



Total $4,824,000 

From this statement it will be noted 
that our investments on bank prem- 
ises account aro now shown In the 
balance sheet at only 41 per cent, of 
their value, namely at $2,000,000. We 
shall shortly have to undertake an- 
other largo expenditure in connec- 
tion with the erection of a larger 
building in Winnipeg, and the increase 
of branches Incidental to tho growth 
of the country will for some years ne- 
cessitate our making considerable out- 
lays or a similar kind on premises. 
AVIth the completion of our Winnipeg 
office, however, our large Individual 
expenditures will lie almost at an end. 
and thereafter your directors propose 
that the bank's investments In prem- 
ises account shall be carried at a lig- 
ure not exceeding 50 per cent, of their 
value, 

In view of the remarkable prosper- 
ity with which this bank has been fa- 
vored during tho past few years, we 
must reckon with the question as to 
what our duty is to those who have 
entrusted us .with the Investment of 
large capital. During what may be 
called the formative period of the 
bank we have asked the shareholders 
to accept a reasonable dividend while 
we endeavored to lay the foundations 
of a safe and permanent business. In 
the management of our bunk "we 
have had a two-fold purpose: tirst, the 
permanence and continuity of a ser- 
vice to the country which must bear 
some relation to our duty, and sec- 
ond, the successful administration of 
your property, looking to its earning 
power now and in tlie future. With 
these, purposes In view • we have had 
tho courage ' to adopt tho policy , of 
erecting a large number of branch 
buildings, for the time being taxing 
your profits. It cannot in Justice be 
said that what we have done has ex- 
ceeded our requirements, or that wo 
could safely have delayed this im- 
portant work. Our reports indicate 
what we have- accomplished, and we 
believe that candid consideration will 
bring a conviction that we pursued the 
proper course. While there may bo 
some who think we should have been 
satlst'v-d with a more moderate, ex- 
penditure, to have done less would 
have shown us recreant to our trust. 
The results are seen in our splendid 
equipment of buildings-' from ipcenm 
to ocean, certainly creditable to our 
Institution. 

Nevertheless, we should not forget 
that you have been exceptionally pa- 
tient with us in the (vorklng out of 
our plans, and we think the time has 
-now come when the increment from 
your Investment should be larger. It 
is our purpose, to recommend during 
the coming year tin Increase of divi- 
dend to nlnla per cent, per annum, 
witli the earnest expectation that our 
prosperity will before long justify a 
further increase. 

We are not ignorant of the fact that 
our success would not be possible but 
for the active, intelligent and loyal 
support of our staff, and we have al- 
ways had the heartiest co-operation 
of your directors in every proposal 
for the well-being of the. service. We 
cannot hope to. perpetuate our bus- 
iness without giving the greatest con- 
sideration to those who carry the 
heuvy burdens of - management, and 
while there is a grateful acknowl- 
edgmVrit of past recognition, a desire 
has been expressed for tlie establish- 
ment of a Widows' and Orphans' fund 
in connection with the regular pensjpn 
scheme, which will "do in ich to ce- 
ment the pleasant relations so long 
a distinguishing feature in our bank. 

There are, no doubt, many difficult 
problems to face in tho immediate 
future, but we have every reason to 
look forward with thlo greatest confi- 
dence. At the moment all evidences 
point to a continuation of prosperity, 
so far as this country is concerned, 
and we l>e!!"t"i the political unrest 
and financial uncertainty in other 
lands will Mo so adjusted that, while 
we cannot avoid feeling their influ- 
ence in our affairs, wo are not likely 
to experience any permanent disad- 
vantage. 

f 1 hi president then spoke as follows: 
President's Address. 

The 'statement we have laid before 
you, tlie general manager's comments 
thereon and his suggestions as to our 
future, strike the keynote > for most 
things that can lie said about Canada 
during the past year. We are recov- 
ering from tlir' world-wide stringency 
of 1907 almost too rapidly, and' In 
marked contrast to the years follow- 
ing the panic of 1S03. Wo Certainly 
are- not able to discover all the rea- 
sons for the remarkable difference be- 
tween tlie two periods, but prominent 
among them, doubtless, are tho cel- 
erity with which the. trading nations 
of tlie world now act together when 
a money stringency arises, the con- 
tinued large production of gold and 
the. fact that there has been no gen- 
eral re-adjustment of prices, und 
therefore comparatively few failures. 
In the case of Canada there are some 
additional reasons. We are now fair- 
ly well advertised In Europe and still 
better in tlie United States, and we 
represent Opportunity to many of 
those who have energy out. of propor- 
tion to their surroundings. This Is 
attracting the Immigrant as fast as 
we can settle, him, tlie capitalist seek- 
ing industrial ventures, and still 
more, the capitalist seeking securities. 
The firff. of those two classes of cap- 
italists still comes mainly from tlie 
United Stales, and the second from 
Europe, but fhey are not quite as 
sharply divided as heretofore With 
a very large number of new settlers, 
many now Industries and abundant 
capital, we needed only good crops 
and the prevailing high. prices for food 
stuffs to accelerate our usual rate oil 
progress. 

During the early pari: of tlie year 
tho volume of business was consider- 
ably smaller than usual and profits 
were much lessoned thereby, hut ap- 
parently our industries have not had 
as much to bear In I hese respects as 
those of the United States* Prices 
mid the volume ot trade, here and In 
tho United States, have both Improved 
until conditions aro now, doubtless, 



almost as favorable tts before ihe 
stringency. These facts are, of course, 
reflected in our clearing house re- 
turns and In tho totals of our for- 
eign trade. The total -bank clearings 
of the fourteen Canadian clearing 
houses for 1909 are $5,204,000,000, 
against $4,142,000,000 in 1008— a gain 
of 25 per cent, over 190S nnd , of 20 
per cent, over the previous high rec- 
ord, of 1907. In 1901 the figures for 
the eight clearing houses then exist- 
ing were $1,871,000,000, and. compar- 
ing this with tho same cities in 1909, 
the growth has,\ been 150 per cent, in 
eight years. During this period the 
growth In Montreal has been 110 per 
cent., in Toronto 140 per cent., in Win- 
nipeg 474 per cent., and In Vancou- 
ver 515 per Cent. In 1901) Montreal 
represented 35.8 per cent, ot the whole 
clearings, Toronto 27.0 per cent., Win- 
nipeg 14.8 per cent., and Vancouver 
5.5 per cent. • 

Tho total value bt tho Held crops of 
Canada, at local market prices, is 
placed by the census department at 
$532,992,000 gathered from 30,0115, 550 
acres as compared With $432,534,000 
gathored from 27,505,603- acres in the 
previous year. 

The basis of our trade relations with 
Great Britain has. been improving, 
leaving out of account the abnormal 
year ending March, 1909. 'faking the 
years 1001, 19Q2 and 1903 together, 
for. every $35 of products exported to 
Great Britain we received $lb" in goods 
and $20 in cash During tlie years 
1900, 1007 and 190S, for every $39 of 
products exported we received $25 in 
goods and only $11 in cash. As we 
look to England to buy almost all of 
the securities with the proceeds of 
which we pay for our surplus of im- 
ports, and as practically all of tho 
cash received both for surplus exports 
to Great Britain and for securities sold 
goes to pay tho United States, any 
Improvement In our Imports from 
Great Britain at least tends to make 
the situation less OllC-glded. When wo 
turn to our trade With tho United 
Scutes there is no improvement in the 
proportion between exports and im- 
ports. In the years 1901, 1U02 and 
1003, for every $38 of goods imported 
from the United States we. sent to 
that country $21 in .products and paid 
$17 In cash. During the yours 1900, 
1907 and 190S. for every $02 of goods 
imported we sent thorn $31.50 in pro- 
ducts and paid them $30.5.0 in cash, 
It is well also to note that tlie increase 
of our exports to Great Britain In 
the short period used for comparison 
is as $33 to $35, while the Increase of 
our imports from the United States 
is as $02 to $38. It would, undoubt- 
edly, be wise for tho United States 
to take payment to a greater extent 
In products, and we can afford to 
smile at threats of disturbance to 
such a total of trade as they enjoy 
with tis. The discussion in tlie Uni- 
ted States of the Payne tariff bill 
shows no disposition on their part to 
take a broader view of their rotations 
with us: Indeed, quite the reverse, if 
we are to judge by the power to an- 
noy us given to tlie Executive of the 
United States. But tile fact that we 
intend to manage our natural re- 
sources in our own way, to favor 
Great Britain in our tariff relations, 
nnil to make such trade arrangements 
as we choose With other countries 
which are disposed in turn to treat 
US well, will be., accepted, and tho 
great and rapjtjiy growing trade he'* 
tween Canada'. .and tjio United States 
will not be seriously checked, as it 
was In other days; of tariff manipula- 
tion^ when wo were not so important 
as trading neighbors. 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 

We have, as you already know, an- 
other year of great prosperity to re- 
cord fur the Prairie Provinces. The 
spring in .Manitoba was cold and 
backward, but good weather in May 
and dune gave the crops as good a 
position at tho end of June as In 
1908, when the spring was early and 
favourable. In Saskatchewan and 
Alberta the spring conditions gave 
everything a good start, but July and 
August were very dry and tlie yield 
suffered because of too quick ripen- 
ing. Southern Alberta suffered se- 
verely from winter-killing of wheat — 
as high as 00 to 75 per cent in some 
parts — lint this loss was largely re- 
paired by re-soeding in the spring, hi 
August there were further losses by 
frost and hail, and this part of the 
province did not bear out the. first 
crop estimates, although the. total Je- 
suits were fairly good. In August we 
published the estimate of our .Super- 
intendent of Central Western Blanch- 
es, based upon reports from nearly 
400 correspondents. This was as fol- 
lows: . 

Bushels. 

Wheat 113,079,000 

Oats 157,537,000 

Barley 24,321,000 

In Ibis estimate allowance was 
made for shrinkage by rain, heat, hail, 
frost or other, adverse conditions. The 
country, however, had Ideal autumn 
weather, and some carefully made es- 
timates now put the wheat yield as 
High as 120,000,000 to 125,000,000 bush- 
els. Our estimates for other grains 
seem likely- to be confirmed. Tho flax 
crop, to which we do not always refer, 
is this year about 3,500,000 bushels, and 
because of the abnormal price will 
bring tho farmers cb°>!< S4>SO0,00O. 
The grain crops are high in quality, 
90 to 95 per cent being suitable for' 
milling. The grain crops altoge- 
ther are the largest in quantity and In 
value ever harvested In tlieso prov- 
inces, und the total result in money 
will bo from $155,000,000 to $1(10,000,- 
000. The Census Department's esti- 
mate of the value of all field crops, 
cereals, roots, grasses, vegetables, etc., 
for tho three province's, is $192,830,000. 

Wo cannot report very good pros- 
pects for the next season. II has been 
dry in tlie West for three or four 
months, and in consequence ihe 
ground is hard, making full plowing 
difficult. Unless the spring In early 
and favorable wo cannot expect as 
large an increase in acreage as would 
otherwise be tho ease. These con- 
ditions should result more adversely 
In Southern Alberta and Southern 
Saskatchewan than elsewhere, because 
of the greater need of moisture In 
these parts of the AVest. 

As we have tried to emphasize re- 
garding Eastern Canada, tho country 
as a whole Is deeply interested in the* 
largest gross product from each acre 
of land, because every dollar not 
saved by Ihe farmer Is spent In Can- 
ada in labor and merchandise. Tlie 
average farmer, however, will not 
adopt new methods beyond the point 
which gives him comfort, financially 
und otherwise. And so, bei-.ause tho 
pressure of population is slight and 
tho rest of the world at the moment 
pays high prices for food-stuffs, we do 
not, except in a few isolated districts, 
raise i from eaeli aero nearly as much 
as 'we would if the pressure of neces- 
sity were upon us. When this means 
neglect Of tin' land, as, indeed, it gen- 
erally does, we may be sure that some 
day wo shall bo punished for It. Few 
farmers in tho West take enough 
trouble in preparing the ground for 
tlie crop, weeds are getting a hold 
upon the country which will in tlie 
next generation cause tho children to 
say harsh things of their 'fathers, tho 
land Is not rested by changing crops 
or restored by fertilizers to any rea- 



sonable extent, and as yet the side 
profits from such useful adjuncts to 
grain crops as cattle, 'horse, sheep and 
hog raising, dairying, poultry farm- 
ing, etc., are little .In . evidence, . ox- 
p-ept In' particular districts, 'where 
marked, success has it* tended "'dairy;-' 
lng and stock raising: Even it" ■ the 
present 1 money result- was no -greater, 
mixed, farming, in which the crops are 
partly used on the faroi to -feed stock, 
would so sustain the value of the land 
for grain growing as. , to-, pay hand- 
somely In the long run. 

The prospects for the lumber mar- 
ket in the Prairie Provinces, which, In 
addition to the increasingly import- 
ant stocks of spruce and poplar, pro- 
duced by tholr own mills, consume 
largo quantities of pine, fir and cedar 
from Northwestern Ontario and Brit- 
ish ColuThbla, are quite good. During 
this early pnrt of tho year the retailers, 
after .their experience in 1908, were 
slow to buy until tho crops were as- 
sured, nnd prices were therefore un- 
profitable to the manufacturer, so that 
the year as a whole Is not likely to bo 
very satisfactory, although much bet- 
ter than 1908. Since the assurance of 
good crops,' both the volume of sales 
and the prices have so improved* that 
an active and profitable"- business is 
already being done. 

Such prosperity has naturally ex- 
cited real estate speculation, and tlie 
pace at which prices are rising and 
the tendency of Ill-informed people 
to invest their money in suburban 
schemes' in which the adjacency to 
solidly settled parts is often in inverse 
proportion to tho claims of the deal- 
ers in tli is respect, is again apparent 
enough to warrant a caution on our 
part. There is, of course, a great 
iegitimnte increase in values both In 
the farm and in the cities, but those 
who buy on margin, or who buy Avltll- 
out knowledge of surrounding condi- 
tions, are sure to bo punished in a 
majority of cases. Winnipeg has now 
a population of about 150,000. The 
building permits to the end of Novem- 
ber covered 2,904 buildings to cost 



though wo think of it mainly as a 
great market, it has already 180 fac- 
tories employing 11,000 people. Like 
Chicago in earlier days, it may aston- 
ish us iii this respect before many 
years have passed. In any event, 
when in 1912 the Centenary ot the 
Landing of the Selkirk Settlers is 
celebrated, it will have a record of 
growth to show which will be>. worth 
much to Canada as a general adver- 
tisement of tho whole West. 

Extensive new milenge has been 
built by the. three railway corpora- 
tions, particularly In Saskatchewan! 
and Alberta. Great Improvements in 
the. way of double-tracking and to 
roadbeds and terminals have also 
been made, and again tho crop has 
been moved to the head of the Lakes 
in a satisfactory manner. 

The plans of the several companies 
formed to supply water to the dry 
lands of Southern Alberta are now 
beyond the experimental stage, and 
great success is attending their ef- 
forts to obtain settlers. Of the west- 
ern section of the Bow River area be-, 
lng developed by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, only about 15 per cent is still 
unsold, and the energy and ■intelli- 
gence of this great corporation iii es- 
tablishing demonstration farms, in 
discovering new kinds of crops, sup- 
plying good seed, making first im- 
provements and breaking the land for 
settlers, limiting the holders of in- 
dividual settlers, and advertising tho 
country in Europe and the United 
States, quite apart from tlie great ir- 
rigation works themselves, should 
command the admiration of every 
Canadian. 

Doubtless few people in the East 
realize the extent to which our west- 
ern and northwestern lakes have 
been supplying fish to the United 
States' markets. The value of the 
catch this year is from $1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000, and it includes seven im- 
portant species of fresh- water fishes. 
The lakes of three provinces are be- 
ing fished, namely, Lakes Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, Wlnnipegosls, Dauphin, 
Lake of the Woods, Rainy Lake, Lake 
Athabasca, and other large bodies of 
fresh water north of Edmonton and 
rrince Albert. The supply of fish in 
these waters is practically inexhaust- 
ible if properly protected, and as a 
result of the findings of a commis- 
sion appointed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment it is hoped that every neces- 
sary step will be taken. It will bo a 
great calamity if their history Is like 
that of the Great Lakes in Eastern 
Canada^ 

Summing up the trade conditions 
for these provinces, it may safely be 
said that, us in tlie East, tlie volume 
of trade has increased as the year 
progressed, and that the level of 1906 
has doubtless been reached by almost 
all trades, while many are doing a 
larger business than ever before. The 
extent to which retail trading is being 
done on a cash basis is gratifying, and 
in marked contrast- to tho early years 
of settlement 111 tho Eastern prov- 
inces. 

British Columbia 

Tlie few great land Industries ot 
British Columbia, lumber, coal, cop- 
per, fruit, etc., have naturally re- 
sponded lb improved trade elsewhere, 
and the business of the coming year 
promises. In many branches, to bo 
the greatest In volume yet experi- 
enced. In lumber, with the mountain 
latitat the year began with a hesitat- 
ing market, but as soon as good crops 
In the adjacent provinces were as- 
sured, business increased, so that the 
VOlumq for 1900 was about double 
that of 1908. Prices aro now higher 
than at any time during the last two 
years. The mills, after a busy season, 
began the winter with small stocks on 
hand, and the outlook for next year, 
both as to volume and prices, is most 
satisfactory. Owing to the lower 
United States tariff considerable 
quantities of lumber have been ship- 
ped to Chicago nnd other United 
States markets. The coast mills have 
not done quite s& we]l, and tho in- 
creased United States', tariff on shin- 
gles hnii hurt that important trade. 
But the prospects fbr the lumber 
business generaliy-aro. of course much 
better, and It is hoped tliut tlie com- 
ing year will show results more nearly 
akin to those of tho mountain mills. 
Tho most interesting feature in this 
industry at tho moment is the pos- 
sibility of timber leases being made 
permanent Instead of being grunted 
only for rather short terms of years. 

The total output of coal was about 
2,300,000 tons, as Compared with 
2,112,000 tons for 190S, and 2,220,000 
tons for 1907, Strikes ana accidents 
as usual, somewhat lessened the 
quantity mined. Many, new o';al areas, 
particularly in British Columbia and 
Alberta, are being opened, and there 
is no doubt that coal-mining will eon- 
ilnuo to keep its place as much tlie 
most important of our mining indus- 
tries. 

With the copper market In a dull 
state and with prices at 12.',i' to 13 
cents u pound, it is only natural tliy L 
the Boundary mines should not show; 
an Increase in output ovor tho rocord 
of lust year; still, the figures tuy only 



slightly lower, the quantity for the 
past year being 1,588,000 tons. The 
largest company has taken advantage 
of the dullness to make great Im- 
provements, and with tho general're- 
covery in business a larger,-. output than 
ever 'before Is probable In 19.10, ror the 
accomplishment ,of which " the equip- 
ment Is Buperior, to that of any pre- 
vious' year. Notwithstanding the low 
price p£ copper ami the low grade of 
the ores, the year has been profitable 
to the leading companies, . which 
hIiowb hoV" "stable the basis ' iiow 
Is for the copper Industry In tho 
Boundary district. Only a very small 
part of the known mineral area Is be- 
ing-worked, but Its possibilities are 
shown by tlie fact 'that the largest 
company now has" furnaces with a 
capacity of 5,000 tons daily, and a 
converting plant with a capacity of 
40,000,000 lbs. of. copper per annum, 
while: the plant as a 'whole is the 
largest in the British Empire, and tlie 
second largest in the world. 'Tlie 
company next In size Is ulso working 
towards, a much greater output, its 
well-balanced plant .needing nothing 
bat enlargement. As a -whole, the 
conditions . ot mining elsewhere in 
lower British. Columbia have Improve- 
ed during the year. Tlie total value 
of all classes of minerals produced in 
British Columbia in 1909 was about 
$24,500,000. Dear labor and insuffi- 
cient transportation and smelter fa- 
cilities are the main obstacles in tlie 
way of greater success. In addition 
to tho areas tributary to . the White 
Puss and Yukon Railway referred to 
a year ago, we now hear of important 
discoveries in the Portland Canal dis- 
trict, which bid fair to result in a 
large; mining camp immediately. In 
the Queen Charlotte Islands and in tho 
Skeena river district there is some 
mining octivity, much hindered, of 
course, by lack of communication witli 
the outside world. 

Tho salmon pack for the year was 
920,000 cases, much larger, as usuul in 
the quadrennial .year on the Eraser, 
than for 1906, 1907, and 1U0S, but 
quite unsatisfactory as compared with 
tlie pack of 1,070,000 cases in the 
quadrennial year ,1905, or of 1,230,000 
cases In 1901. The shortage was 
more than accounted for by the loss in 
the sockoye pack Oh the Eraser river, 
which was only 450,000 cases, against 
837,000 in 1905. On tile Puget Sound 
tlie sockeyo catch was 902,000 cases 
against 1,100.000 In 1905. Doubtless 
there woro less, fish actually running 
than' usual, although there were other 
causes for the smaller pack, taking 
Eraser river and the Sound together. 
The fisli came so late that at the end 
of tho close season on the 27th August 
there had not been half the 
usual catch on the Eraser,- and many 
fishermen stopped work at this time, 
so that the late run was partially lost. 
Again, on the Canadian side the close 
season in eacii week was increased to 
42 hours, and rigidly enforced. , -with 
other restrictions, while, on the- United 
States side whatever may bo the fed- 
eral regulations. nominally, there were 
really no restrictions. The 'weather 
also favored tho Sound, ' causing tho 
flub to remain there longer than usual 
and thus enabling twenty-five to thirty 
per cent, of the Puget Sound catch, a 
much' larger per oeiitag<*ithan ever -be-- 
fore, to be taken by purse seiners 
using power boats. Our own regula- 
tions seem to be both adequate and 
efficiently enforced, but unless the 
United States Join us both in making 
and enforcing regulations looking to 
the -preservation of salmon fishing 
In these, waters, disastrous results, for 
which there will be no excuse what- 
ever, must follow. In salmon fishing 
in other Canadian waters the catch 
was somewhat less than in 1908, and 
this is also true of halibut fishing so 
far as Canadian vessels aro concerned- 
Herring fishing is growing satisfac- 
torily and promises to be an important 
feature if properly cared for. Poach- 
ing by United States vessels still con- 
tinues, although tlie Dominion gov- 
ernment: has dcr.o something towards 
tho protection of our waters. If for- 
eign . vessels are allowed to take im- 
mense, catches of halibut in our 
waters, it is only a question of time 
when these fishing ureas will bo seri- 
ously depleted. We get precisely the 
same statement as to the facts, whe- 
ther from Prince Rupert or from 
Vancouver, and there can be no doubt 
but that we "must act with greater 
vigor, and employ a larger number of 
government cruisers. Elsewhere we 
give figures showing tho enormous 
money values of the salmon catch of 
the Pacific Coast waters. 

Much new land is being brought un- 
der cultivation for fruit, whether in 
irrigated nrcas or elsewhere, in the 
Okanagan valley the tre'tM suffered 
from frost and the yield was not more 
than forty per cent, of what it would 
otherwise have been. Elsewhere the 
crops wore also less than normal, be- 
cause of the cold winter, and tho 
whole quantity marketed was natur- 
ally small, although very important 
and often very profitable to the dis- 
trict concerned. It is tlie future 
which promises large figures for this 
Industry. The purchasing power of 
tho adjacent provinces will bo enor- 
mous, and the areas being planted in 
British Columbia promise large quan- 
tities. Transportation and systems of 
packing and marketing are the most 
serious problems, und these arc re- 
ceiving tho keen interest of the gov- 
ernment. 

New areas, suitable for agriculture 
and grazing, are being brought Into 
prominence, and having regard to the 
high price of land, tho cost and scar- 
city of labor, tho physical difficulties 
of clearing, and lack of transportation 
facilities, the growth of settlement is 
very satisfactory. Eew parts of tlie 
northern world will give so generous 
a response to tile labor applied to the 
land as British Columbia. 
-■ In" many of the towns and cities 
there is -the same activity In building 
and the same advance in real estate 
values as elsewhere In Canada Un- 
fortunately, as elsewhere, many iiiex'- 1 
perlenced people are speculating in 
real estate on a margin, and generally 
it is in real estate at a distance, about 
Which they know practically nothing, 
except tlie roseate promises of the 
promoter. In Vancouver and Victoria! 
bulldjng permits show a largo in- 
crease, the figures in Vancouver being 
about $7,000,000 for 1909, against less 
than $2,000,000 in 19,04, with an un- 
broken record of increases in each 
successive year between these dates. 
The assossed value of property In 
Vancouver, which in 1900 was less 
than $20,000,000, was In 190!) over 
$72,000,000. while the great growth in 
clearing house figures has already 
been mentioned. Speculation in real 
estate is inevitable Willi such facts to 
promote it, lint it is hardly possible 
for Eastern people to understand the 
prices which are being paid. They 
simply do not bear any relation to 
the past experience of such a city as 
Toronto, and those who invesf; should 
surely 'not do so unless they (eel that 
they have personal knowledge of the 
•property or have every fsason to plu.ee 



full confidence In their advisers. The 
probability that speculators will '.bo 
punished for the excessive- prices -.be- 
ing paid for outlying, properties in this 
city Is almost the only cloud 'over the 
prosperity of , tho province nf the mo- 
ment. Trar.sportatioii civflBgrs the 
attention of the people perhaps more 
than any otheV industrial subject, nnd 
the prospect Tor, a igreat Increase in 
mileage Is .excellent;', The- financial 
position of the province is' now so 
strong that It can well afford to help 
sound undertakings of this' kind. /es- 
pecially us the opening up of many 
most promising districts depends ab- 
soluiely on railway facilities'. 

United States. 

In the throe Pacific Coast States in 
which we are directly interested the , 
conditions are not markedly different 
from those "of Canada. This 'business 
of the. year was much better than that 
of 1908, and even If disappointing; in 
the rapidity of recovery in. so'mo 
branches, at the end of 1909 nlmost 
all kinds of business were doing as 
well or better than In 190C. The year 
was marked by two of tho si-called 
Expositions, which in new countries 
do much to advertise resources and 
industrial possibilities. At Seattle. the 
Alasko-Yukon Pacific Exposition was 
a complete sitcess. Although sen- 
sibly mod -rate In Bize, It was visited by 
3,700,000 people, and appears to have 
done good to tlie whole coast; the 
authorities were able to pay their ob- 
ligations and to return something to 
those who, us shareholders, projected 
the enterprise. The City of f}nu 
Francisco also, by the Portola Festi- 
val, celebrated the discovery of the 
bay by Caspar do Portola, and .in- 
cidentally the recoVory of the City 
from tile great earthquake. 

In lumber the recovery has been 
slower than was expected. As else- 
where, a growing improvement took 
place as the year progressed, and tlie 
outlook for a prosperous year in all 
brandies In 1910 is excellent. 

The wheat crop of Oregon, Wash- 
ington, ami Idaho was 01,000,00" 
bushels, against 40,210,000 in 1908 and 
00,242,000 in 1907. The price ha* 
been so high that the farmers have 
doubtless made much more money tail 
of this crop than in any preceding 
year. California and Mexico arc now 
becoming such largo consumers - of 
Pacific Coast wheat that European 
shipments are declining. 

Fruit growing -of the same ch'a/- 
acter lis in Bfltisli Columbia is al- 
ready developed on a largo scale.' in 
Washington, arid the business thus r far 
has done so well that large new areiis 
are being added yearly. Reliable 
statistics are not yet obtainable, but 
apparently about 300,000 ncres are 
already under irrigation, with about 
00,000 acres in addition in proceas -ot 
completion. Of this irrigated land 
about 40,000 acre3 arc already -in 
orchards, and this is being added "to 
at tho rate, of about 20,000 acres each 
your. The value of orchards in full 
bearing Is about $1,500 to $2,000 pier 
acre, and. the profit is naturally very 
large to justify such prices. This wlil 
decrease when larger areas come into 
bearing, but some idea of the future 
value of irrigated areas In Canada 
may be gained from the fact that 
tho; total -value of crbps of all klrifis, 
fruit, alfalfa, timothy, roots, etc., ,1n 
Yakima County, Oregon," for 190S, 
was $23,770,000. In California the 
fruit industry is doubtless the must 
Important at the moment. Tho yield 
of the past year was not nearly as 
large as the unusual crop of 1908, but 
the year was a normal one. Shipments 
of fresh fruits have bet-o larger than 
ever before, and up to the middle. 'of 
November reached 15,000 car loads. 
The shipments of citrus fruits from 
Southern California nlso exceeded 
previous records, having been for the 
season ending 31st October, 38,071 curs 
against 28,500' in 190S. The packitof 
canned fruits is only about two- th! nix 
of that In 190S, but this is because: oi" 
the abnormal quantity in that year. 
The market is now in excellent condi- " 
tlon, and has recovered from the ex- 
cessive stock created in 1908. 

All that wo lost In the salmon catch 
of the Eraser river, Oregon gained in 
Puget Sound, and the year wns tin; 
largest on record, except 1901. On 
the Columbia the catch was smaller 
than In 190S, and in tho Alaska rivers 
it was also slightly less. But prices 
have been excellent,- and although this 
is the quadrennial year in which part 
of the canned stock has usually to be 
carried over, this year stocks are 
practically all sold. In order to 
emphasize the desIrabllPv of conserv- 
ing our own fisheries, it may bo well 
to . give the quantities caught this 
year:

The trade with Alaska would have 
been less thai) in 13u;> but for railroad 
construction. The gold receipts at 
the Seattle Assay Office to 31st Octo- 
ber have been $11,S22,000, aguinst 
$17,300,900 in 190S. Nome, like the ' 
Yukon, no longer keeps up the high 
production of its early days, but 
Fairbanks lias produced the largiinf ' 
amount in its history. Part of tho de- 
cline this year Is duo to the Yukon 
gold no longer being sold in Seattle. 
Until the now system of mining by 
companies with extensive plants is 
fully under way tho total .output is 
net likely to be as large as it may well 
become a few years hence. Coatswlse 
shipping bus been unprofitable * be- 
cause of the decline in the Alaska gold 
output, In tho lumber trade, and for 
other reasons, while the foreign ship- 
ping trade has heen much worse.- 

Throughout the United States trade 
conditions have • been - Improving as, 
witli us, and promise for 1910 larger 
figures than ever bo'orc. The pro r • 
poet of tariff; changes' inci'casod Jrh- , 
ports, and tho short crop of cotton 
lessened exports, and 7 As a result, for 
tlie ten months ending 31st October, 
1909, the excess «ot exports was only 
$165,000,000, as against tin: abnormal 
figures of $502,000,000 in 1 flOS. and the 
more normal figures of $2£?,,00 0,- 
009 in 1907. Money has been plenti- 
ful, although not so easy as a year 
ago. Prospbrity 1ms, as usual, caused 
poopjo to forget the experiences of 
1907, and there seems no Immediate 
prospect of a reform bf tho currency 
and banking system. 

Tho motion for tho adoption of tlie 
report was then put und curried.

Promised Government Measure 
Read First Time in 
House 



OTTAWA, Jan. 18.— Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King Introduced his anti- 
comblnes bill in the house today, and 
It received the formality of first read- 
ing. The measure Is a comprehensive 
one, be'ng set forth as a bill to pro- 
vide for the investigation of combines, 
monopolies, trusts, and mergers which 
may enhance prices of restrict compe- 
tition to the detriment of consumers. 

Mr. King explained that the propos- 
ed legislation was an effort to make 
a law sufficiently broad to embrace 
all forms of combines. It follows in' 
many ways legislation introduced in 
other countries, and, as Mr, King ex- 
plained, it is not aimed against com- 
bines as such, but rather against un- 
fair methods. 

"It Is believed," said Mr. King, "that 
the bill will afford a convenient means 
whereby parties who have reason to 
believe that any combination Is un- 
duly enhancing prices or unfairly re- 
stricting competition, win be able to 
obtain an investigation and an effect- 
ive remedy against liny evils which 
may be found to exist. It is sought 
to be obtained in the first place fay 
providing that six or more persons 
who feel that a combine exists and 
that prlcea have been enhanced or 
competition restricted- by reason of 
such combine, to: the detriment' of the 
country, may | mcke-'fipplicatton to a 
judge of the high court for an order 
to 'grant an investigation of such 'a 
combine. The judge .may call before 
him witnesses, hut all' that Is neces- 
sary is for him to' assure himself that 
a prima facie case has been made out 
before Issuing an order for investiga- 
tion. When the judge has issued an 
order for an investigation, the order 
is directed to the minister of labor, 
and the minister then calls 
upon;; each of the parties 
concerned to nariie a member of the 
board of investigation. The act In 
this particular proceeds along lines 
somewhat similar to procedure under 
the Industrial disputes investigation 
act. 

"The complainants and the parties 
accused are called upon to name rep- 
resentatives on the board and the two 
men thus chosen confer together with 
the view of selecting a chairman, who 
in this case must be a judge of the 
courts.. The hoard thus constituted 
shall have all the powers of a court 
of record. After due investigation the 
board must draw up a report and sub- 
mit It to the minister, who in turn Is 
required to make it public through 
the official Gazette, and to distribute 
■copies, to the press, if so desired. 
There are certain classes of evils In 
the remedying of which it is believed 
that publicity is more effective -titan 
a penalty. It may not he that In all 
ensese publicity will prove an effective 
remedy, but In Industrial matters it 
has many times in the past proven to 
be effective. 

"While the act provides machinery 
of a nature calculated to let 
in the light on the work- 
ings of these large .corporations, 
the legislation proposed does not rely 
entirely upon publicity to bring about 
the desired remedy. Other remedies are 
proposed, and one of them Is the remedy 
already existing In connection with such 
articles an are protected by the tar ff. 
The governor-in-councll has authority 
In coses where it is proved that prices' 
have been unduly enhanced or compe- 
tition unfairly restricted, la virtue, of

Bill To Be introduced at Ottawa 
With That Object in 
View 



OTTAWA, Jan. IS.— An Important 
step toward the reduction of cable rates 
lias been taken here. The Canadian 
government gave notice yesterday of a 
measure vesting in the railway commis- 



sion power to regulate the charges 
which cable companies can make for 
service to and from Canada.. It is un- 
derstood that the British government 
has undertaken to deal with tile cablo 
companies as Canada Is doing and that 
there will be uniform action. 

Tho legislation in Canada will be put 
through by Posimastor-Gene rul Lcm- 
leux. Ho holds that the present cable 
rates can be reduced aooiu forty pot" 
cent, and still leave the cable companies 
a sufficient margin of -profit 

The bill proposes to place control of 
rales, both for wireless and cable mes- 
sages, under the railway commission. It 
Is expected that concurrent legislation 
will he passed by the British parlia- 
ment enabling the Canadian law to ap- 
ply to all messages received In Canada 
us well as those sent from Canada, 
pending the establishment of a state- 
owned cable between Canada and tho 
Mother Land, which is the ultimate oh- 
jeet of Mr. Lemieux's bill. 

The postmaster general believes that) 
the rate for press messags can be cut 
down to six cents per word, and tho 
rate for deferred commercial or person- 
al messages can be cut down to twelve 
cents per word.

The Paris correspondent of the 
"Standard" sends some particulars of 
a new torpedo invented by a young 
engineer named Gabet. 

The torpedo, he says, consists or a 
body in watertight compartments 
which contain the motor and electric 
plant, which steers und directs its 
course by means of Hertzian waves. 
In front of the body, fixed In two 
forks, like the head of a sea serpent, is 
the explosive ram. When launched 
against th- enemy only the forks and 
head emerge, carrying the luminous 
signals, which, by revolving and peri- 
odically masking and revealing them- 
selves,-: enable tin; operator to guide 
the torpedo 011 Its way. Tho present 
model at Mdlsons Laffitte weighs 
about 2,000 pounds, but it fitted with 
a purely experimental small motor of 
40 horsepower, which, though suffi- 
cient or trials in the Seine, would be 
totally Inadequate for real work In the 
sea, for which one of 200 horsepower 
to 300 horsepower would bo required 
in order to give a speed of 25 knots, 
according to Admiralty specifications. 

At present the torpedo carries about 
4,000 pounds of ballast in place of the 
heavy motor. In warfare the torpedo 
would be worked from a post fitted on 
board the ship to which it wns attach- 
ed, and the apparatus of both would 
he tuned to the same pitch, so as to 
avoid being Interfered with by others 
using the Hertzian waves. If by acci- 
dent a strange post should get into 
tune or touch with tho torpedo, suffi- 
cient time elapses between the giving 
and the execution of each order for it 
to be annulled, for, by, the most inge- 
nious device, before obeying nny order, 
tho torpedo whilst on its way, how- 
ever far off, signals "received" as soon 
as an order is transmitted before exe- 
cuting It. 

Very great importance Is attached 
to thu "locality" of tho new engine, 
which, as long as it is In sight, can bo 
directed with terrible precision and 
certainty against any object. The 
model now at Malsons Laffitte has al- 
ready been out eighteen times; on the 
last occasion its performance was 
watched by a committee of engineers 
from the Creusot works, who were as- 
tonished at the marvelous accuracy of 
Its manouevres on the river. 

It may be added that the invention 
Is not absolutely now, as a colleague 
of M. Gabet experimented two years 
ago witli a similar torpedo at Toulon. 
But the machine was not really ready, 
and failed to do what was expected of 
it, whereas, by the perfections intro- 
duced since then, the present model 
seems to leave little to be desired. The 
overwhelming advantage which would 
lie with a fleet possessing these tor- 
pedoes, in the future needs no demon- 
stration.
